Atlanta had two big fires Sunday, 
in which damage to the extent of 
more than $150.000 was done. One 


fire destroyed a big clothing store, 


and the other a garage. 

The first blaze, believed to 
been caused by defective wiring and 
starting in the switchbox which 
earried all the wiring of the build: 
ing, just behind the show windows, 
heavily damaged the J. S. Field & 
Co.,.Inc., store at 43-45 Whitehall 
street early Sunday afternoon. The 
building is of three stories with an- 
nex, and is owned by the company, 
which deals in ready-to-wear wom- 
en's clothing. 

The fire gutted the first floor 
completely, wiping out the cum- 
pany’s Christmas stock of shoes, to 
which this floor was devoted. Smoke 
end water virtually ruined the stock 
én the other two floors, making the 
loss.almost total. 3 

The fire was discovered by one 
éf the company’s shoe salesmen who 
was passing by in the street. No- 


body was in the building. The fire- | 


men immediatdly cut away the de- 
fective wires, but the blaze _ 
made considerable headway. A sec- 
ond alarm was turned in an hour 
and a@ half Jater, when sparks were 
discovered falling from the first 
floor ceiling. 
Insurance Cevers Loss. 

The president of the corporation 
said the loss was fairly well covered 
by insurance, but, due to the fact 
that an immense stock of new 
Christmas goods had just arrived, he 
was unable to estimate the loss def- 
initely, until after conferences with 
the fire adjustment agents. How- 
ever, he was certain that the to- 
tal damage exceeded $100,000. 

One fireman was slightly burned 

by a slight explosion in the vicinity 
of the switches, when he was trying 
to cut them off. A large crowd col- 
lected to watch the excitement. 
. The other fire was in the garage 
building of the Morrow Transier 
and Storage company, 122 Magnolia 
street, a one-story structure, which 
was burned to the ground, destroy- 
ing or damaging thirty trucks and 
cars in the garage at the time, ata 
loss estimated at $50,000.

A 
fairy godfather will surely help 
him out, for he wants to go to 
school. As things are now there 
are mother and baby sister who 
need so many things and he feels 
he must work to help buy the nec- 
essities. A pension of $3 a week 
will help give Jim the education he 
wants. Needed, $144. 

Opportunity No. 3. 

A dear old lady and her aged 
brother live in a tumbledown house 
which is home to them. The sister, 
who is 75 years old, sews’ quilts,

All of her teeth abscessed, 
swollen ankles and almost stone 
deaf—but she Js cheerful and is 
responding to medical treatment. To 
Speed her recovery a diet of milk 
and eggs will be necessary and the 
visits of the renting agent must be 
met. 

Four dollars and_ seventy-five 
cents a week will make her com- 
fortable and enable her to regain 
her lost strength. Total, $230. 

Opportunity No. 6. 

A mother who is mentally unbal- 
anced—unreasonable and overbear- 
ing—is for this reason unable to 
make a home for her 12-year-old 
kiddie. On the other hand, kiddie 
is bright and wants a chance to go 
to school. 

Three dollars and _ seventy-five 
cents a week will enable Associated 
Charities to place her in a good 
school where she can start her edu- 
cation while the mother is receiving 
medical treatment. Needed, $180. 


Opportunity No. 7. 


Thirteen-year-old' Jessie’s father 
works his hardest every day. Buta 
wife who has had pellagra for two 
years, and four little girls, all of 
them under-nourished, need more 
than his maximum earnings. 

Jessie comes home from school 
and cleans the house. She was do- 
ing all the family Washing in addi- 
tion until our visitor found some- 
one to do it for her. The doctors 
now advise a nourishing diet for 
mother and all four children in or- 
der to prevent tuberculosis.

In Part III is a Debussy Ara- 
besque in G, in which three girls 
participate, which Miss Niles con- 
siderg absolutely flawless and fault- 
less. It s her favorite number, al- 
though she doesn’t take part per- 
sonally it it. 

Spectacular Numbers, 

Perhaps the most’ spectacular 
numbers also is to be found in third 
part. It is entitled “Soaring” and a 
delicate picture breathing the quiet, 
dreamy mood of a moonlit night; a 
powerful treatment in music of the 
idea of human ambition, mounting 
with irrisstble strength toward the 
summits of fame and achievement. 
The bold opening theme is the 
enunciation of pride, courage and 
aspiration. Then follow’ sugges- 
tions of difficulties. temptations 
and dangers. But all end happily.

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appropriations for new construc- 
tion during the next fiscal year are 
included in the secretary’s report, 
but his estimate of the cost of 
maintaining the naval establish- 
ment for the coming year is $679,- 
515,731 exclusive of any sums con- 
gress may add for new building. 
This is $240,000,000 more than was 
appropriated for the present fiscal 
year, but Mr. Daniels says the sum 
“is not really an increase,” but is 
‘‘necessary to carry on the construc- 
tion of ships already authorized 
and the completion of shore estab- 
lishments already begun by direc- 
tion of congress.” 

The most pressing problem con- 
fronting the nation with regard to 
the national defense, thenaval sec- 
retary continues, is the immediate 
necessity for increasing the nayar 
shore establishment facilities on 
the Pacific coast. 

“The day will never come,” Mr. 
Daniels says, “when a powerful 
fleet will not be based in the Pacific 
and it is essential that ample pro- 
vision be made not only for the 
Pacific fleet, but for thé whole 
American fleet in its stated periods 
of tactical exercises on the west 
coast.” 

Among the new Pacific coast pro- 
jects now under consideration for 
which congress has been asked to 
provide funds are a deepwater 
docking and repair base, a submar- 
ine base and other developments 
at San Francisco; an aviation base 
at Sand Point, King county, Wash- 
ington; a submarine, destroyer and 
aviation base at Port Angeles, 
Washington; a submarine base at 
Los Angeles; a submarine base and 
destroyer base at Astoria, Oregon; 
and a very extensive development 
of harbor and repair facilties at 
Hawaii. In all, the report declared, 
projects that ultimately will reach 


a cost of about $160,000,000 are ur- 
gently needed for the Pacific coast 
proper.

Dublin, December 12.—A _ procla- 
mation declaring that “the public 
must at once realize that Ireland 
is in a state of war with forces of 
the British crown” has been issued 
over the signature of the officer 
commanding troops of the Irish re- 
publican army at County Monaghan. 

The proclamation, which sets 
forth that armed thugs in County 
Mon&Aghan have been attacking and 
murdering inofensive citizens, says 
that “while we extend the hand oi 
friendship to all Irishmen, murder 
gangs and their gangs and inform 
ers shall be summarily dealt with.” 

The proclamation further’ ex- 
plains recent raids for arms carried 
out in County Monaghan by stat- 
ing they were ordered in anticipa- 
tion of a similar order by the Brit- 
ish government.

In giving his advice on an inter- 
national peace concert, Mr. Hoover 
is understood to have urged strong- 
ly that portions of the Versailles 
covenant be used in whatever 
world association the incoming ad- 
ministration may attempt to build. 
He said material changes must be 
made in the treaty, but took the po- 
sition that the framework embodied 
in it should be utilized as far as 
possible. 

The former food administrator 
was an adviser to the American 
peace delegation at Versailles, and 
was understood to have furnished 
Mr. Harding with much first-hand 
information about the attitude of 
European statesmen. Many of the 
president-elect’s questions’ related 
to economic conditions abroad with 
which Mr. Hoover is familiar 
through his recent relief work.
